It has 
leaked out fiom a word dropped 
here and there by the committee- 
men to Washington friends that

The opportunity is 
not given by an}' direct implication 
that he expects to be a candidate 
or that he expects Senator Hanna 
to be, but by tactful hints, indicat- 1 
ing the possibility that Senator 
Hanna and himself might differ as 
to who ought to receive the nom- 
ination. It is understood that most 
of the committeemen have left Mr. 
Roosevelt under the impression 
that they w'ould be with him, but 
that veery few of them have ac- 
tually committed themselves. Most 
of them are old hands at the game 
of politics and are wary about bind- 
ing themselves so far ahead. 

Rear Admiral Crow’nshield, chief

E. Gates to Washington, to protest 
ill the name of ihe republican State 
organization against the appoint- 
ment. After making the protest 
gates and Blalock made a deal, the 
protest was withdrawn and an eii- 
dorcement substituted. That 
brought Mr. McLaurin to Wash- 
ington, and he had Blalock’s name 
I wiped off the slate and that of Dr. 
V. P. Clayton substituted. That 
caused Gates to free his mind by 
saying: “Senator McLaurin, seems 
to be able to keep the inside track 
in dispensing South Carolina pa'- 
ronage. We understood that the 
appointment of Mr. Blalock was 
assured, but it was changed by 
methons of which we do not ap- 
prove. Dr. Clayton is a nice man 
enough but with all the patronage 
of the internal revenue office, he 
can't swing four counties of South 
Caroliuy to bis way of- thinking 
when the national convention meeis 
in 1904. The' control of the South 
Caiolina patronage will never af- 
ford Senator McLaurin any 
strength. He cannot be reelected 
by virtue of ‘it,
